CONFERENCE AT WHITE HOUSE 


Will Be Attended by Attorney General

on Corporations to Be Discussed. 


W ashington, 
June 
22.—President 
Taft will personally supervise putting 
the finishing touches upon the pro­ 
posed am endm ent to the tariff bill 
providing for the imposition of a 2 
per cent tax upon the net earnings of 
corporations. 
This will be done to­ 
night at a conference at the W hite 
Mouse. 
There will be present A ttor­ 
ney General W ickersham and Senator 
Root, who are drafting the am end­ 
ment, and Secretary of State Knox 
and Senators Aldrich, Burrows, Pen­ 
rose, Hale, Cullom, Lodge, McCumber, 
Smoot and Flint, constituting the Re­ 
publican mem bership of the finance 
committee. 
The draft prepared by 
Messrs. W ickersham and Root will 
be discussed at the conference. 
Such changes as are agreed upon 
will be m ade by the attorney general 
on W ednesday and it is expected the 
perfected am endm ents will be ready 
for introduction in the senate on 
Thursday. 
The attorney general and Mr. Root 
had a long session at the Capitol and 
reached an agreem ent on practically 
every feature of the corporation tax 
plan. 
The portion which is giving 
them the greatest trouble relates to 
the governm ent control of corpora­ 
tions necessary to can y the law into 
successful operation. 
There has been 
no little objection to subjecting the 
corporations to the am ount of pub­ 
licity th at will be required for the en­ 
forcem ent of the law and to prevent 
m anipulations of stocks and bonds for 
the purpose of evasion. 
Members of 
tho finance committee as well as Mr. 
Root and Mr. W ickersham agree with 
President Taft that much publicity 
m ust be given and th at w ithout it 
the corporation tax would be a failure. 
This feature, it was said, certainly 
will be incorporated in the am end­ 
ment. 
The authors of the draft, how­ 
ever, are experiencing difllcully in 
finding an effective way of reaching 
the situation. 
Among the details of the bill de­ 
term ined upon are that the tax to be 
levied w ill be at the rate of 2 per cent 
and it will be collected from all cor­ 
porations. 
All banks will come w ith­ 
in the range of the tax bill. 
Deduc­ 
tions will be allowed national banks 
to the am ount of taxes paid upon their 
circulation. 
An im portant provision 
to be included in the bill is a defini­ 
tion of earnings collected in the in­ 
terstate commerce act relating to rail­ 
road corporations.

SENATORS TALK ON 
HIDES 


Consider Proposal to Restore the Ding- 
ley Law Rates of Duty. 
W ashington, June 22.—The am end­ 
m ent of the senate com m ittee on 
finance taking hides from the free 
list and restoring the Dingley law 
rates of lf. per cent ad valorem, was 
before the senate all day, and it was 
not disposed of. 
Senator W arren of W yoming and 
Senator C arter of M ontana support­ 
ed the provision and tn vigorous lan­ 
guage attacked the attitude of the free 
hide advocates, while Senator Page 
of Vermont defended the action of the 
house in placing hides on the free 
list. 
Mr. W arren declared that the 
senate 
had 
been 
insulted 
by the 
charge th at the Dingley provision had 
been inserted as the result of a mid­ 
night conference, and he declared that 
free raw m aterial would be the death 
knell of protective policy if it should 
he adopted, while Mr. C arter assert 
ed that if the farm ers were to be 
compelled to sell their products in the 
open m arket they would demand the 
right to buy m anufactured articles in 
tho same kind of market. 


Milwaukee Men Drowned. 
Ann Arbor, Mich., June 22.—Oswald 
Llppold, thirty-five years of age, and 
William Arnold, twenty-one, both of 
Milwaukee, were drowned in the mill 
race here while swimming, and Will- 
.iam Cole, also of Milwaukee, was res­ 
cued in an unconscious 
condition. 
Llppold and Cole were teaching Ar­ 
nold to swim and the fatality occur­ 
red when Arnold ventured beyond his 
depth and pulled down the other men 
when they swam to his assistance.

the life of 
the 
young 
peasant 
girl 
who 
delivered 
France from the English invaders in 
the Fifteenth century. 
Ail sides of 
the character of the Maid of Orleans 
W'ill be shown—her life in her native 
cottage, the visitation of voices th at 
led her to the saving of her dearly 
beloved France, her leadership of the 
French forces to victory and her m ar­ 
tyrdom. 
The perform ance will be adequately 
staged. 
There will be 1,300 active 
participants, including about 800 men 
in arm or on horseback, monks, citi­ 
zens of both sexes, nobles, choir boys, 
English and 
French soldiery. 
The 
great historic figures of the tim e will 
be represented by actors well able to 
carry out the illusion of reality and 
the stage settings and costum es will 
show 
the 
results 
of an 
immense 
am ount of historical research. 
The 
play is an English version of Schil­ 
ler’s “Joan of Arc.” 
Miss Adams has had the co-opera­ 
tion of Charles Frohman, the well 
known m anager, in her preparations 
for the representation

All his resources have been 
drawrn upon freely for the success of 
the play.

CHUNG SIN IS UNDER ARREST 


ACCUSED OF W IFE MURDER 


Michigan Produce Merchant Charged 
With Crime. 
Detroit, June 22.—A Detroit News 
special from Cassopolis, Mich., says 
Stephen S. Pangburn, sixty years old. 
a produce merchant, was arrested 
charged with the murder of his wife, 
from whom he had been separated for 
some time. 
It is alleged that after 
he had made fruitless efforts to effect 
a reconciliation Pangburn visited his 
wife at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Leon Criswell, and shot Mrs. Pang­ 
burn four times in the head and body, 
killing 
her 
instantly. 
The 
police 
found him lying uninjured beside his 
wife’s body.

Chinaman Who Occupied Room Ad­ 


joining That in Which Crime Was 


Committed Is Caught by the Police

Throw Any Light on Murder Mys­ 


tery—Victim Quietly Buried. 


New York, June 22.—After a bit of 
police flurry, an hour or two of un­ 
verified reports and telephoning be­ 
tween cities, the m urder of Elsie Si­ 
gel, daughter of Paul Sigel of this 
city and granddaughter of General 
Franz Sigel of Civil war fame, re­ 
solved itself into an unsolved crime 
again. 
Chung Sin, who formerly occupied 
a room adjoining that where the girl’s 
body was found, Is held by the po­ 
lice at the little up-state city of Ams­ 
terdam, N. Y., but what has been 
learned from him has served to clear 
the case little, if any. 
At Schenecta­ 
dy, the Chinam an arrested Monday, at 
first thought to be Leon Ling, or Will­ 
iam L. Leon, who is sought as the 
girl’s m urderer, has, according to all 
indications, 
pretty well established 
that he is an unoffending Celestial 
who form erly worked in a restaurant 
In New York and whose arrest was 
brought 
about 
merely 
through 
a 
strikingly unfortunate resem blance to 
Leon Ling. 
The disappearance of Chung Sin 
about the tim e the m urder was dis­ 
covered here made the police eager 
for his apprehension, which was con­ 
sidered second in im portance to th at 
of Leon, but the interview w ith him 
at 
A m sterdam 
seems 
to 
have 
brought out nothing. 
He m aintains 
that he rarely associated w’ith Leon, 
and while acquainted with Elsie Sigel, 
knows nothing of tho murder. 
Thus, 
with his arrest of no great im portance, 
the case aside from developments in 
New York is about w’here it was 
when Elsie Sigel’s body was found in 
the trunk in a room over the Eighth 
avenue chop suey restaurant last Fri­ 
day night. 


Surrendered to the Police. 
While the authorities up-state were 
putting the two Chinamen through an 
inquisition Sun Leon, keeper of the 
restaurant above w'hich the body was 
found, wras being questioned at police 
headquarters 
here. 
Ho disappeared 
on the night the body was lound but 
quietly and calmly surrendered him­ 
self early Monday. 
He is being de­ 
tained as a m aterial witness, but his 
voluntary surrender is taken to mean 
that he is not implicated in any way 
in the crime. 
The New' York police had been Ip 
communication with Schenectady and 
even before the final decision was 
reached there th at the Chinaman held 
was innocent, had come to the conclu­ 
sion that he was not Leon Ling. 
De­ 
tective Forbes who hurried to A m ster­ 
dam, however, telegraphed to head­ 
quarters * th at there was no doubt 
about the identity of Chung Sin, gen­ 
erally referred to as Leon Ling’s room­ 
mate. 
In the m idst of all the police ac­ 
tivity the body of Elsie Sigel was 
quietly buried in Woodlawn ceme­ 
tery. As the father had announced 
that he wished to avoid any more pub­ 
licity, the coffin containing the m uti­ 
lated form w as taken directly from 
the morgue to the burying ground in 
a plain undertaking wagon. 
The cere­ 
mony at the grave was strictly pri­ 
vate and was attended only by her 
father, two brothers, Reginald and 
Theodore, and by an uncle, Franz Si­ 
gel.

CAUSE OF QUARREL UNKNOWN 


Chinaman Killed in a Fight in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Philadelphia, 
June 
22.—During 
a 
fight between Chinamen in a laundry 
at Tenth and Locust streets Lee Kee, 
the proprietor, shot and fatally wound­ 
ed Lee Sing. 
The shooting occurred 
in the presence of a crowd of nearly 
1,000 persons who had collected on 
hearing a revolver shot in the laundry. 
Lee Sing was seen to rush out of the 
building carrying a hatchet in his 
hand. 
He was closely followed by 
Kee, who it is said carried a smoking 
revolver. 
At 
the doorstep 
another 
shot was fired and Sing fell with a 
bullet in his breast. 
A conductor of 
a passing trolley car jumped from his 
car and arrested Kee. 
Sing was re­ 
moved to a hospital. 
Kee Kong, who 
was in the laundry at the time, was 
also placed under arrest. What caused 
the quarrel is unknown. 
The three 
men are cousins and belonged to the 
same Tong.

Mr. H arrim an, accompanied by his 
family, will leave here today for Sem- 
m ering in the eastern Alps of A us­ 
tria-Hungary. where he intends <to stay 
for several weeks.

Chicago, June 22.—Professor George 
Burman Foster of the U niversity of 
Chicago, whose denial of the divinity 
of Christ in a recent book has stirred 
Chicago Baptists to a high pitch of 
resentm ent, was dropped from the 
Baptist m inisters’ conference of Chi­ 
cago. 
Hisses, yells and general confusion 
made the m eeting one of the storm iest 
ever held by churchmen in Chicago, 
and it was referred to by one preacher 
as resem bling a political m eeting in 
a rowdy ward. 
Speakers who had been howled or 
hissed down sat with flushed, indig­ 
nant faces while the chairm an pound­ 
ed for order. 
The young son of Professor Foster 
was present. 
“It’s a sham e and unfair,” he shout­ 
ed as he left the hill. 
The conference has not the power 
to expel him from the church, and 
wThile such an event seemed to be de­ 
sired by those present, no definite 
plan of action wras mapped out.

DROWNED 


Waters Claim Several Victims in the 
Northwest. 
St. Paul, June 22.—Im petuous and 
inexperienced bathers added a con­ 
siderable list to the drowning fatali­ 
ties in the N orthw est during the high 


tem peratures th at prevailed generally 
over this part of tee country. 
Another list was added by the ef­ 
forts of unfortunate swimmers who 
tried In vain to rescue comrades or 
relatives, but succumbed to cramps 
in the cold undercurrents of the rivers 
and lakes. 
Muny were taken from the 
w ater near to death and brought to 
i life only after heroic efforts. 
The drownings reported are: 
Leslie Nelson, Valley City. N. D., 
ten years old, In Hill creek, near 
Dazey, N. D. 
George Griffin, Valley City, N. D., 
nineteen 
years 
old, 
attacked 
with 
cramps in Hill creek while trying to 
rescue Nelson. 
Otto Sievertson, Hannaford, N. D., 
twenty-five years old, home in Min­ 
nesota, drowned in Hill creek. 
Ponquist, Blue Earth, Minn., 
girl, six years old, while fishing. 
John Pearson of Marble, Minn., a 
car repairer for the Duluth Northern, 
in Twin lakes on the W estern Mesa- 
bi, while bathing: thfcen with cramps. 
Anderson, a diamond drill man, 


twenty-five years old, 
In' Snowball 
lake on the W estern Mesabi, while 
swimming. 
Two unidentified m en were drowned 
In the Calumet river near East Chi­ 
cago. 
They jumped off a bridge while 
trying to avoid to train.

President’s A dvisers— Raised Seven­ 


teen Regim ents Fo r Union A rm y In 


C iv il W a r— Odd Cam paign Experience. 


Colonel Alexander Kelly McClure, 
prothonotary of the supreme and su­ 
perior courts of Pennsylvania and for 
many years a prominent figure iii pol­ 
itics and journalism, who recently died 
at his home in Wallingford, Pa., at the 
age of eighty-one years, was the last 
survivor of Abraham Lincoln’s circle 
of personal friends and intimate polit­ 
ical advisers. 
Lincoln once remarked 
of him, “Mr. McClure has more brains 
than any man I know,” and It has long 
been conceded that excepting only Lin­ 
coln himself Colonel McClure was the 
man most responsible for bls election 
to the presidency In I860. 
He was 
chairman of the state committee of 
Pennsylvania at the time, and Pennsyl­ 
vania was the pivotal state. 
Colonel 
McClure’s able management of the 
campaign swung it into line and thus 
assured the success of the ticket. 
Colonel McClure was born of Scotch 
Irish stock, in Sherman’s valley, Perry 
county, Pa., on Jan. 9, 1828. Schooled 
upon a farm, lie was taught to be self 
reliant, and after obtaining a meager 
book education he was apprenticed, at 
the age of fourteen years, to a tanner. 
During this apprenticeship, which last­ 
ed throe years, he made frequent visits 
to the office of Judge Baker, editor of 
the Perry Freeman, and upon his ad­ 
vice he studied politics and occasional­ 
ly wrote articles for publication. 
Through Judge Baker he eventually 
became editor of the Juniata Sentinel, 
a new Whig organ, much against the 
wish of his father. With the aid only 
of an apprentice Mr. McClure, who 
was then but nineteen years old, got 
out the paper, and his caustic pen soon 
won for him a name, making as It did 
many friends and foes. 
During his 
early work upon the Juniata Sentinel 
he formed a warm friendship with An­ 
drew G. Curtin, arterward the war 
governor of Pennsylvania, and a dislike 
for the political methods of Simon 
Cameron. 
Year by year he forged ahead In pol­ 
itics, becoming burgess of Mifflin and 
then deputy United States marshal. 
Then John M. Pomeroy purchased for 
him a half interest In the Chambers­ 
burg Repository. Mr. McClure became 
Its editor and made It one of the best 
known journals in the state. In 1853 
he was the Whig candidate for auditor 
general, being the youngest man ever 
nominated for a state office In Penn­ 
sylvania, and two years later he was 
a member of the convention that met 
at Pittsburg and organized the Re­ 
publican party. In the following year 
he was a delegate to the national con­ 
vention that nominated Fremont for 
the presidency. 
In 1853 Mr. McClure sold the Re­ 
pository and quitted journalism for a 
time. 
He was soon afterward admit­ 
ted to the bar, and the following year 
he was elected to the assembly and 
afterward to the senate, on the latter 
occasion succeeding a Democrat who 
had added 350 Democratic votes to 
the district by a new apportionment. 
In 1860 he was appointed chairman 
of the Republican state central com­ 
mittee. In that campaign he made for 
the first time in the state a thorough 
organization In every county, township 
and precinct, and In the national con­ 
vention he carried the state for Lin­ 
coln by winning over the delegates 
who had been Instructed for Simon 
Cameron. At the outbreak of the re­ 
bellion Mr. McClure was in the sen­ 
ate, and he was made chairman of 
the committee on military affairs. 
Two years later he was solicited by 
President Lincoln and Secretary Stan­ 
ton to make the draft in Pennsylvania, 
and, with two clerks, he had the state 
enrolled, credits adjusted, draft made 
and seventeen regiments in the field 
in sixty days. To give to him the mili­ 
tary authority to make the draft he 
was commissioned assistant adjutant 
general of the United States, an office 
which he resigned as soon as the work 
was finished. 
After the defeat of his party in 1863 
Colonel McClure, at the special request 
of President Lincoln, went to Philadel­ 
phia to aid in organizing and perfect­ 
ing the organization for the presiden­ 
tial election In the following Novem­ 
ber. The same year Lee’s army, in its 
invasion of Pennsylvania, destroyed 
all his property, near Chambersburg, 
valued at $75,000. To do this it even 
went out of its way, as if with intent 
to leave him homeless as a punishment 
for his ardent support of the Union 
cause. 
He was a delegate to the convention 
which nominated General Grant in 
1868, and after that campaign he set­ 
tled in Philadelphia for the practice of 
law. In 1872, with his old friend, Mr. 
Curtin, he joined the Greeley move­ 
ment, and ever since then he was more 
or less independent in politics. 
Ile was re-elected to the senate, and 
in 1S73 he was nominated for mayor of 
Philadelphia against William S. Stok- 
ley and made a vigorous campaign, but 
he was defeated in this contest and 
never again appeared as a candidate 
for office. 
Colonel A. K. McClure has stood on 
many platforms, has addressed assem­ 
blies large and small, political, social 
and religions. 
He was noted for his 
self command 
under 
any circum­ 
stances, but on one occasion he was 
distinctly embarrassed and ill at ease. 
On this occasion Colonel McClure

was the chief speaker at a large as­ 
sembly, the audience being made up 
mainly of farmers or other persons 
who had driven to the place of meet­ 
ing. 
In the midst of an eloquent 
speech it began to rain. One after an­ 
other of his hearers jumped up and 
hurried out until the speaker was left 
with an array of empty benches be­ 
fore him. 
Colonel McClure’s face flushed crim­ 
son. 
He had said not a word that 
could give offense, and he naturally 
failed to understand the sudden leave 
taking, but his embarrassment was 
quickly changed to amusement when 
the chairman arose and said: 
“It’s all right, colonel; they’re only 
going out to look after the horses. 
They’ll be back pretty soon.” 
The orator sat down until the farm­ 
ers returned and then resumed his 
speech. 
In 1876 Colonel McClure, with Frank 
McLaughlin, founded the Philadelphia 
Times and remained its editor in chief 
until 1901, when he withdrew from 
active journalism and devoted himself 
to periodica) literature. 
He was the 
author of many books, perhaps the 
best known of which are “Lincoln and 
Men of War Times,” “Our Preolde^ts 
and How We Make Them” and “Rec­ 
ollections of Half a Century.” 
For years he was the president ot 
the famous Clover club in Philadel­ 
phia, and when he retired from Jour­ 
nalism the club gave him a great ban­ 
quet. Covers were laid for more than 
300^ and the compauy_included some

of the foremost men~of every profes­ 
sion In the country. 
Another great 
banquet was given to Colonel McClure 
on his eightieth birthday, between 40C 
and 500 of his friends attending it. 
Two years ago Colonel McClure said 
at a dinner of the Clover club: 
“Old age has nothing in it to fear. 
When death calls to me I shall not be 
afraid. 
After dining with Mr. Car­ 
negie once Mr. Carnegie said to me 
that he would give $200,000,000 to have 
a lease on life. Two hundred millions, 
Alec,’ he said to me—’that’s what I’d 
give for a lease on this life. I’m not 
boggish, either. 
I’d give it for ten 
years only.’ I don’t think Carnegie is 
afraid of death, but he clings to life. 
There is a difference. 
I said, ’Andy, 
you would be bunkoed at that price.’ ” 
In 1904 Colonel McClure was again 
induced to take office and was named 
prothonotary of the supreme and su­ 
perior courts of Pennsylvania.

WAS TRANSACTED 


City Fathers Held a Busy Mid- 
Month Meeting on Monday 
Evening 


ELECTED A BUILDING INSPECTOR 


Council Tabled a Resolution to 
Discontinue Publishing Its 
Proceedings 
The city council met in regular ses­ 
sion Monday evening, in the council 
chambers. The following gentlemen 
answered to roll call: Aldermen Hen­ 
ning, Cardie, Paine, Zakariasen, Gard­ 
ner, Drexler, Kjellquist and Deickhaus, 
and President Twohey. Alderman Rob­ 
ertson came in a few minutes later. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and after slight corrections 
were approved. 
The city attorney was on motion 
granted further time in the matter of 
looking up the bond of the city treas­ 
urer. 
The report of the street committee 
on the claim of George Merrill for re­ 
bate on sidewalk approaches was re­ 
ceived and on motion the report was 
adopted and the bill was not allowed. 
The report of the police committee 
on the application of the John Coates 
Liquor Company was received the same 
being favorable, and the report was 
adopted and the license granted all vot­ 
ing aye except Alderman Kjellquist. 
The report of the purchasing com­ 
mittee that the bills for supplies fur­ 
nished for W. E. Corkery during the 
time he was in quarantine was read 
stating that the bill had been paid bv 
Mr. Corkery. The report was on mo­ 
tion adopted. 
The report of the street committee 
to whom was referred certain com­ 
plaints as to the safety of the Gardner 
block, was received. The report stated 
that the committee has had the build­ 
ing examined by Francis Britton, who 
pronounced the building safe except 
that some of the brick in the veneering 
was loose. The committe also report­ 
ed that it had assurance from C. B. 
Rowley that he had been employed to 
make the necessary repairs and would 
do so at once. The report was on mo­ 
tion accepted. 
The finance committee reported that 
the First National Bank of Brainerd 
and the Citizens’ State Bank both of­ 
fered to pay two per cent on daily bal­ 
ances, the city to furnish its own litho­ 
graphed checkbook. The report was 
on motion adopted. C. H. Paine, a 
member of the committee, stated that 
the banks would furnish desk check 
books the same as are ordinarily fur­ 
nished business men without charge, 
and it appeared the sense of the council 
that they be used. 
The fire and water committee made a 
report recommending the payment of 
$225 for a new fire horse which was or­ 
dered paid. 
The same committee 
reported in 
favor of the payment of the expenses 
incurred in the purchase of the horse 
and they were ordered paid. 
A bill of R. A. Henning for money 
paid for long distance telephone was 
also recommended to be paid. 
The fire and water committee to 
which had been refereed the bills of A. 
D. Polk recommended that the portion 
of the bill for work ordered by the wa­ 
ter and light board should be referred 
to that body for payment. 
The committee on police returned 
the application for saloon license of H. 
Grossman without recommendation. 
On motion the report was accepted 
and a motion was made by Alderman 
Drexler that the application be con­ 
sidered in committee of the whole. Al­ 
derman 
Robertson stated 
that his 
reason for refusing to approve the ap­ 
plication was that he had what he be­ 
lieved to be reliable information that 
the saloon in question was selling to 
minors. President Twohey 
believed 
that the council should take no cogniz 
ance of such reports unless proven in 
court. On roll call Aldermen Robert­ 
son, Gardner and Kjellquist voted nay. 
All the other aldermen voted aye and 
the license was granted. 
The application of Ray Warren for a 
liquor license was reported favorably 
on by the police committee and the 
same was on motion granted, all vot 
ing aye except Alderman Kjellquist, 
who voted no. 
The request of Frank Wolvert for 
permission to transfer the license for 
the bar at 416 Front street (Antlers 
^hotel) to Adam Armstrong was re 
ported on favorably by the police com­ 
mittee. It was on motion granted, all 
voting aye except Alderman Kjellquist, 
who voted no. 
A petition for an alley in block 20, in 
Sleeper's addition was on motion re­ 
ferred to the aldermen from the Fourth 
ward and the city attorney. 
A petition from L. W. Burrell for 
permission to purchase crushed rock 
was on moti3n granted. 
A communication was received from 
the Brainerd Tribune regarding 
the 
publication of the proceedings of the 
•council suggesting the matter as to 
whether or not the publication thereof 


was obligatory be referred to the at­ 
torney general. 
On motion the mat­ 
ter was referred to the city attorney 
with instructions to comply with the 
request. 
A motion was made to reconsider the 
action just taken. THfe ayes and nays 
were demanded with the following re­ 
sult: Ayes—Henning, Cardie, Paine, 
Zakariasen, Drexler, Kjellquist and 
Dieckhaus. Nays, Robertson, Gard­ 
ner and President Twohey. 
On mo­ 
tion the city attorney was instructed 
to draw a resolution rescinding the res­ 
olution ordering the council proceed­ 
ings published. 
The 
city attorney 
reported the following resolution: “ Be 
it Resolved, That hereafter the pro­ 
ceedings of the city council be not pub­ 
lished at the expense of the city.” A 
motion was made and seconded 
to 
adopt. 
Alderman Henning thought 
that action should be delayed in order 
that the publishers of the Tribune be 
given an opportunity to show that his 
bid was not an excessive price. 
President Twohey and 
Alderman 
Gardner opposed the adoption of ti e 
resolution. Alderman Gardner moved 
that the motion be amended to lay 
the resolution on the table until the 
next 
regular 
meeting. 
The 
ayes 
and nays were 
demanded 
and 
the 
amendment was 
passed. 
Aldermen 
Henning, Robertson, Gardner, Drexler, 
Deickhaus and President Twohey vot­ 
ed for the amendment and Aldermen 
Cardie, Paine, Zakariasen and Kjell- j 
quist voted against the amendment; 
which was detlared carried. 
On motion the bid of E. Levant for 
old hose at $21 per ton and for old 
brass at 6J cents per pound was ac- , 
cepted and the fire committee, in con- , 
junction with the fire chief, was in­ 
structed to examine all old hose and 
dasignate what should be sold. 
Special Attorney A. D. Polk reported 
on the prodeedings so far in the hear- • 
ing before the appraisers in the water­ 
works condemnation. 
President Twohey brought up the 
matter of complaints against Pound- 
master Selleck, which precipitated a 
sharp controversy between Alderman 
Drexler and Alderman Cardie. 
The 
former, as chairman of the police com- 
mittee, stated that he had investigated 
the course of the complaint and that 
the horse taken up was staked out, the 
rope being nineteen feet long and the 
stake within three feet of the street 
line, and that the officer was acting 
within his duty at the time of the 
trouble. 
Alderman Cardie took exception to 
the statements and some rather sharp I 
repartee took place between the Alder­ 
men. The matter was formally 
re- . 
ferred to the police committee. 
George Abbott was elected a mem­ 
ber of the board of equalization re­ 
ceiving six votes to three for A. L. 
Hoffman and one for C. H. Paine.

The name of Poundmaster Selleck 
was ordered to be placed on the pay 
roll for May and June, no record ap- 
pearing of the date of his election.

Alderman Henning from the Third 
ward brought up the matter of trans­ 
fer of a third license to that ward and 
suggested that the voters of the ward 
should be permitted to hold an election 
without cost to the city, to determine 
the wishes of the ward on the matter. 
Alderman Paine moved that the use

INTERNATIONAL 
SECRETARY DAY 


Addressed a Portion of Workers 
at a Supper Last Night who 
will Assist Coming Canvas 


CANVASS WILL BE NEXT WEEK 


An Effort will be Made to Raise 
Enough Money to Meet 
Present Needs 
The preliminaries of what is expect­ 
ed to be a very successful canvass for 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
of this city, were held in the associa­ 
tion building last evening, when Mr. 
W, H. Day, of Chicago, international 
secretary, addressed 
a number 
of 
workers relative to the best plans for 
the successful carrying out of the pro­ 
ject. 
Mr. Day’s principal work is in look­ 
ing after the R. R. associations in 
twenty eight states, and his experience 
has given him a very broad vision of 
the work. 
Among other things he said last evei - 
ing he stated that the Y. M. C. A. has 
out-grown the “ mite box” age—that 
the business men of the country had 
awakened to the immense value of this 
organization, and were contributing as 
they had never done before. 
He said 
that wherever the proposition was put 
to the people in a fair way, that there 
has not been a disappointment, that, as 
the business interests of the city be­ 
came acquainted with tho needs, just 
to that extent they met them. He 
used Indianapolis as an illustration. 
For 20 years they had been getting 
along with an old building, thoroughly 
inadequate to the needs, and at the sug­ 
gestion of the international committee 
were encouraged to attempt to raise 
$250,000 for the building. In 28 days 
they raised $273,000. The Y. W. C. A. 
had been hoping to secure some funds 
for a new building, but were afraid 
that they could not raise it, but en­ 
couraged by the success of the young 
men’s work, opened offices in the same 
room which the young men had used, 
used the same plans that they had used, 
and set their mark at $100,000. They 
raised $140,000. 
Butler’s college, of the same city, 
who had been trying for years to raise 
$5,000, used precisely the same methods 
right upon the heels of the other two 
canvasses, and secured $70,000. 
He said that the effect of these con­ 
tributions was not depressing upon a 
community, but that the testimonials 
of business men was to the effect that 
it had a most wholesome influence as it 
created a greater public spirit. 
He dwelled at some length upon the 
need of the work in every community. 
He had a chart showing the location of 
28 places in this city which he said 
were working for the do wn fall of 
young men, and only one institution 
working for the same length of hours 
every day for the up-liftof young men. 
Secretary Dennis already has the 
promise of 35 men who will give such 
assistance as is needed next Tuesday 
and Wednesday when this canvass will 
be inaugurated. 
The ladies who furnished the supper 
to the men last evening prepared an 
elegant three course luncheon, and it 
was served in a most excellent man­ 
ner.

STILL TAKING TESTIMONY 


Board of Appraisers Still Busy Hear­ 


ing City’s Side of Condemnation 


Proceedings 
The board of appraisers, after spend­ 
ing Monday afternoon in making an ex­ 
amination of the mains 
in various 
places in the city resumed the hearing 
of evidence this forenoon. The evi­ 
dence was along the same lines as pre­ 
viously, with additional testimony as 
to the fire pressure furnished. 
James Buleyand John Mutch, drivers 
of the fire team testified as to the 
pressure, at the hose house, both or­ 
dinary and for fire protection. They 
stated that the ordinary pressure was 
from 30 to 35 pounds and that the fire 
pressure was almost invariably inade­ 
quate.

Most of his time was spant ex­ 
plaining the pressure records, etc., of 
the plant. He was also asked and tes­ 
tified as to the revenues of the plant 
since 1900, testifying from the records 
of the company, which were put in 
evidence.

AT THE SHOPS 


Yesterday Was Unfortunate Day 
for Workmen in the North­ 
ern Pacific Shops 


EDWIN CASS LOST LEFT FOOT 


George Halladay Had Foot Punc­ 
tured by Piece of Steel 
Just Previous 
Monday must have been Jonah day at 
the Northern Pacific shops in this city. 
Two accidents one of them resulting in 
the loss of a foot for Edwin Cass and 
the other in thejinjury to the foot of Geo. 
Halladay, one of the best known black­ 
smiths in the shop, occurred within ten 
minutes of one another. 
Mr. Cass, 
who is about 20 years of age, was em­ 
ployed as a switchman onj the dummy 
engine, used to shift cars, etc, on the 
locomotive side of the shops. 
He was 
engaged in his work about 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon and the engine was back­ 
ing onto the electric transfer between 
the boiler shop and machine shop. 
When Cass stepped off the engine he 
stepped too close to the edge of the 
transfer and his foot was caught be­ 
tween the transfer and the rail of the 
track and crushed. 
He was hurried to 
the Northern Pacific hospital where part 
of the foot was amputated, the heel 
being saved. He stood the shock of

of A. R. Cass, of Baxter, and brother 
of Russell Cass the letter carrier, and 
is very popular with his associates who 
sincerely sympathize with him over the 
unfortnate accident. 
About ten minutes before the acci­ 
dent to Mr. Cass occured George Hal­ 
laday, one of the best known black­ 
smiths in the shop, had the misfortune 
to have a pt^e of steel driven into his 
foot. 
He was taken to the hospital 
and his foot dressed and it is believed 
that there will be no serious results, 
though he will be laid up for some 
time.

SURPRISES THE COMPLAINANT

tify— Counsel for Plaintiff Produces 


W itnesses W ho Swear to the Good 


Behavior of Mrs. Katherine Clem ­ 


mons Gould.

22.—Sensation 
seekers and tho curious who have at­ 
tended daily the sessions of K atherine 
Clemmons Gould’s suit for separation 
from her husband, Howard 
Gould, 
were sadly disappointed at the re­ 
sumption of the hearings before Jus­ 
tice Dowling in the suprem e court 
when it was announced th at the de­ 
fense had rested and th at Howard 
Gould would not take the stand. 
It 
had been expected that his direct tes­ 
timony and his cross-exam ination by 
Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for the 
plaintiff, would take two full days. 
Mr. Shearn apparently was greatly 
surprised by the announcem ent that 
Mr. Gould would not testify. 
Gould 
him self 
seem ed 
relieved 
and 
Mrs. 
Gould annoyed. 
“Since the recess of last Friday, 
your 
honor,” 
said 
Delaney 
Nicoll, 
counsel for Gould, “my associates and 
I have decided th at the testim ony 
which ive have offered is co com­ 
plete th at there is no necessity for 
going further. 
W e therefore have de­ 
cided to rest at thi3 tim e.” 
When he recovered from his first 
astonishm ent Mr. Shearn led off the 
rebuttal with testim ony designed to 
show, he explained, “the falsity of the 
charge th at Mrs. Gould was continual­ 
ly and habitually intoxicated from 
1902 to the present date.” 
“Do you regard such evidence as 
necessary?” asked the court. 
N ecessary or not, counsel for the 
plaintiff thereupon produced a stream 
of below-stairs witnesses, whose tes­ 
timony was followed by the reading 
of depositions of guests and friends 
who swore th at Mrs. Gould never, to 
their knowledge, drank to excess and 
th at she w'as always affable, reserved 
and m odest in her language—testi­ 
mony directly opposed to th ai the de­ 
fendant’s w itnesses had given pre- I 
viously.

SWAY OF MONOPOLIES 


Samuel 
Untermyer 
Declares 
Trusts Are Enthroned. 


ANTI-TRUST LAW FLAUNTED. 


"Thars Never Hee Been an Honest E f­ 
fort to Enforce It,” Charges the Law ­ 
yer— Dreads 
the 
Awakening 
and 
Fears an Upheaval In th# United 
States. 


Samuel Unterm yer. who was counsel 
for Adolph Segal iu the recent suit 
against the sugar trust, sailed from 
New York w ith his wife on the steam ­ 
ship Ivronprinzessin Cecelie the other 
day for Europe. 
W hen asked before he 
sailed his views as to a criminal pros­ 
ecution of the tru st and w hether his 
client had decided to press such pros­ 
ecution or take any active part In aid­ 
ing it, he said: 
“W hat w’ould lie the use? The sugar 
company has been a consistent law ­ 
breaker ever since its birth. 
Its ac­ 
tivities in congress have been one of 
the scandals of the country for many 
years. 
It has robbed the public and 
ruined Its w*ould be competitors. 
But 
It is no w'orse than many of the others 
In its crim inal methods and not quite 
so bad as some. 
“This suddenly aroused virtuous ab­ 
horrence of its m ethods is amusing. It 
accidentally happens at the moment to 
be the scapegoat, but as the govern­ 
m ent has w aited until after the prin­ 
cipal offenders are dead it doesn’t 
much m atter. 
W henever the govern­ 
m ent really w ants to bring the crim ­ 
inal rich who are m anaging these con­ 
spiracies th at are notoriously violat­ 
ing the crim inal law within the pen­ 
alties of th at law, It will not be diffi­ 
cult. There never has been an honest, 
intelligent effort to enforce the ample 
provisions of the law against any of 
the monster monopolies. 
“The governm ent has had no trou­ 
ble In convicting and driving out of 
business a few poor, struggling, com­ 
paratively harm less combinations th at 
were put together to prevent bank­ 
ruptcy and secure a small profit.

every day by some of the most power­ 
ful men in the land.

trol prices and restrict production op­ 
erating In New York today, many of 
I them under w ritten agreem ents th at 
) are criminal conspiracies on their face. 
“If a fraction of the energy th at is 
I wasted in sm ashing gambling house

“Somehow or other it looks as if 


i the power of these men is too much 
j for the governm ent. 
The evidence of

postoffice thieves and other classes of 
criminals. 
“We are told by a certain section of 
the press, aud some gentlemen around 
W all street are regaining their smug 
confidence in th a t belief, that there 
has been a reaction in the public mind 
against w hat they are pleased to call 
‘attacks’ on these criminal conspir­ 
acies. 
“For the sake of the country let us 
hope these gentlemen are m istaken, 
for if they are right we shall have an 
upheaval in this country as compared 
to which the mild and harmless ex­ 
periments of the last adm inistration 
will seem like a midsummer zephyr 
alongside a cyclone.
